ware firm of Ross Brothers have re- 
cently added a fur trading branch to 
their business, As better roads and 
means of transportation from the vast 
fur countries to their topographical 
business centre at Edmonton become 
available, this highly important natur- 
al trade will more fully develop. Al- 
ready its proportions may be judged 
from the fact that over $100,000 
worth of furs are annually shipped by 
private buyers direct to London ; and 
its importance in giving employment 
to ‘freighters and boatmen, and in 
affording a local market *for farm 
produce, is very great. 

Apart from the possibilities above 
indicated for the profitable employ- 
ment of capital, men having money to 
lend can obtain on security of pro- 
perty of continually increasing value 


and concealed in tne interior of each 
grain. This theory is probably cor- 
rect and does not conflict with the 
pretty well established fact that the 
source of supply of the free gold is in 
the banks of the river in which black 
sand is always found associated with 
it, together with platinum. 

Ir 1858, Sir James Hector, now 
director of the geological survey of 
New Zealand, at that time the medical 
officer and naturalist of the British 
government’s exploratory expedition 
under Captain Palliser, ‘discovered 
gold in the gravel of the Saskatche- 
wan river at Edmorton. On the 
virgin bars in 1865, the first miners 
taking advantage of this discovery 
frequently made $15 and $20 a day. 
; As the virgin deposit became worked 
out the yield cf these bars gradually 
dwindled down until of late years 
$1.50 or $2.00 might be the average 
earning, and the miner who struck

being considered a low rate, and ten 
quite a common percentage. In some 
cases it would probably be well for 
capitalists to so lend out their funds 
(under proper legal advice), whilst be- 
coming personally acquainted with 
the country and more permanent 
forms of personally investing their 
capital. 

There is probably no country in the 
world where so exceliént opportunities 
exist for the skilful employment of 
the money of small capitalists under

Ata period in the history of the 
country when the hitherto little 
dreamt of gold mining possibilities of 
the Edmonton district are taking 
form and attracting the attention of 
scientists and experienced miners 
with capital, whose discoveries and 
operations may completely revolution- 
ize the old ideas and metheds_hither- 
to prevalent, and asa result give to 
the Edmonton gold fields prominence 
throughout the world, it will be of 
use and interest to record facts which 
I have been able to collect up to date 
on the subject. 

An immense drift deposit through 
which gold is diffused’ in varying 
quantities underlies the western por- 
tions of Alberta and Athabasca from 
the South Saskatchewan, and or the 
north to the Liard River. Though 
gold has been found on the uplands 
in different part ot this region, more 
especially about Edmonton, it is only 
in the vatley of the rivers which now 
crosscut it that washing for gold has 
been practised. Though some work 
has been done on the South Sas- 
katchewan, where the gold (which in- 
creases in comparative coarseness the 
further north it is found) is very fine 
and difficult to save, and some few 
miners keep -steadily at work on the 
Peace River, and a larger number on 
the Athabasca and McLeod, the 
North Saskatchewan for a hundred 
miles above, and two hundred miles 
below Edmonton has been and con- 
tinues to be the field which engages 
the larger number of men, and en 
account of the uniformity of the de- 
posit and its accessibility, nas yielded 
the most profitable results. 

The Saskatchewan river flows in a 
winding course at the bcttom of a 
valley about two hundred feet lower 
than the surrounding country. The 
valley being about 2 mile wide gener- 
ally, while the width of the river is 
only about one thousand feet, large 
flats, on an average about twenty-five 
fest above high water mark, occupy 
the entire bottom of the valley except 
that taken up by the present river 
bed, The ancient beds of the river 
are frequently traceable on these flats 
as well as on the terraced sides of the 
valley which has evidently been form- 
ed by the erasive action of the river. 

A very remarkable fact in conuaec- 
tion with Saskatchewan mining is that 
after a gold yielding bar or beach has 
been worked out, the same bar after 
submergence under a rise of water is 
on the subsidence thereof again found 
to coniain paying quantities of gold. 
Like the widow’s cruse it is ever re- 
plenished. The source of this fresh 
supply has always been a disputed 
point and a puzzle to miners. Some 
supposing it came from the Rocky 
Mountains were confronted with the 
fact that the river from a point one 
hundred miles abové Edmonton ceases 
to contain any but the merest traces. 
It is now generally admitted that the 
source is the banks of the river, in the 
immediate vicinity of the bars and 
above them, from which the fresh 
supply is sluiced and eroded, and de- 
posited on the bars during high stages 
of water. Another probable replenish- 
ing source is-mentioned in a recent 
article in the Edmeaton BuLieriy, 
“black sand,” which up to lately, 
When its value was ascertained, had 
been treated as a useless and waste 
product, but is now thought to yield 
up by the slow action of natural pro- 


ate. The mode of operation and 
| apparatus used by the miners are 
very simple and primitive. A wooden 
trough about 7 feet long and 1 foot 2 
inches wide with sides 1 foot high, is 
set up on trestles so that the rear end, 
which is closed, is on a_high- 
er level than the front end 
which is open. Under this open 
lower énd of the trough, called “the 
dump box,” is a seive or sereen 24 
inches wide and 18 inches long, con- 
sisting of horizontal iron bars set in a 
wooden frame the upper ends of which 
resemble an inverted V, giving this 
scresn, known as “a grizzley,” a re- 
semblence to the roof of a house with 
horizontal instead of transverse raft- 
ers. Under this grizzley is the sluice 
box with sloping shelves, the upper- 
most which runs back to near the 
hack of the box while the undermost 
runs forward from the back to and 
through the front of the box and 
terminates in a short open ended 
trough. These shelves are covered 
| with pieces of ordinary blankets and 
are sometimes provided at intervals 
with small transverse wooden bars 
called riffles, to catch the geld. Most 
sluice boxes are also provided with a 
sheet iron shelf or apron immediately 
underneath the bars of the grizzley 
and intervening between them and 
the Slanketed shelves. The sand and 
water is by it conveyed over and al- 
| lowed to fall into a transverse sheet 
iron trough, which is three inches 
deep and filled with larger pebbles. 
This trough is intended to catch any 
globules of quicksilver which might 
be in the material and passing over the 
succeeding blanketted shelves carry 
with it gold to the tailings. The 
other necessary tools consist of a 
miner’s pick and shovel, a gold wash- 
pan; also a tin dipper with a long 
wooden handle. For the purpose of 
mining from place to place on the 
| river, the miner is usually provided 
with a company outfit anda dug out 
wooden canoe or flat bottomed punt. 

Provided with these appliances 
the miner after «finding a suitable 
bar begins operations by shoveling 
the payable sand, clay and gravel, 


otherwise “pay dirt,” into the dump 
box. With the dipper water is then 
poured on to the pay dirt, disintegra- 
ting it and causing it to flow 
down on to the grizzley the bars of 
which separate the gravel from the 
sand by shedding the gravel off its 
sloping sides and allowing the sand to 
fall through the bars cn to the 
slielyes of the sluice box before de- 
scribed,
